Philadelphia, Pa., Oet. 18.—[Special.]— 
Probably the best informed man on cur- 
rency and banking problems in the United 
States today is Congressman Charles N. 
Fowler of Elizabeth, N. J. He was chairman 
of the house committee on banking and cur- 
rency for many years, and was dropped 
from that position by Speaker Cannon tor 
reasons which seemed to be good enough to 
the presiding officer of the house, but which 
pone the less precipitated a bitter con- 
troversy between the two men. 

Mr, Fowler was charged with being opin- 

- fonated, obstinate, and unwilling to sacrifice 
his Own opinions to suit the views of the 
majority and especially the leaders of the 
house. However that may be, the fact re- 
mains, and is generally admitted, that the 
New Jersey congressman probably has given 
‘more continuous and conscientious study to 
the whole range of banking and currency in 
‘the United States than any other man in or 
eut of private life. 

He has been both a banker and a lawyer, 
and has been in congress long enough to be- 
¢ome familiar with governmental necessities, 
which of course are frequently radically dif- 
‘ferent from those imagined by bankers and 
ther people in private life. He is an au- 
thority on the subject, beyond doubt, and en- 
Urely aside from his controversy with Speak- 
er Cannon, Mr. Fowler’s views are entitled 
0 serious consideration.

Consolidated Traction Company 
Asks Aldermen for Confer- 
ence on New Franchise 
for Its Lines. 


Codperation between the city council and 
the Chicago Association of Commerce to a 
degree never before attempted will be begun 
next week. This comes as a result of the 
“get together movement urged by Tun 
TRIBUNE. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 27, Mayor Busse and 
the seventy aldermen will be the guests of the 
ways and means committee—representing 
seventy-three subdivision committees—of the 
association at a luncheon in the Great North- 
ern hotel during the two hours of which the 
discussion will be confined to the civic and 
industrial welfare of Chicago. 

An invitation to this effect, signed by Chair- 
man John P. Mann of the ways and meant 
committee, was accepted unanimously by 
the council last evening and it is probabie 
that nearly every alderman in the city will 
be present at the luncheon. 

The ways and means committee of tin 
Association of Commerce is the body thar 
determines the general policy of the orgun- 
ization. It has 229 members and is known us 
the house of representatives of the asso- 
ciation. At its weekly meetings vital matters 
of local and national importance are dis- 
cussed, and the joint meeting with the city’s 
legislative body is looked upon a one of the 
most important milestones in the history of 
the organization. 

Association Prepares Way. 

“We have been preparing the way for this 

by the three day inspection trip given the 
council] committee on local industries by 
our civic industrial committee, said Edward 
M. Skinner, president of the association,

Chicago and Gary on Oct. @left the way clear 
for a joint conference on the industrial de- 
velopment of Chicago.

The council] heard also the request of the 
committee reorganizing the Consolidated 
Traction company for a conference with the 
committee on local transportation aiming 
toward the granting of a franchise that will 
give the company à solid basis on which 
financial reorganization will be possible. It 
was referred to the committee named. 

Of new legislation brought up, the two chief 
measures were the suggestion of City Sealer 
Kjellander that all taximeters be inspected 
and a billboard ordinance introduced by Ald. 
Charles E. Merriam as a substitute for the 
one declared invalid by Judge Windes two 
weeks ago. 

“IT am receiving complaints in constantly 
increasing numbers from persons using taxi- 
cabs,”” wrote Mr. Kjellander, “so I would 
respectfully suggest the advisability of hav- 
ing an ordinance passed providing for the 
inspection of the accuracy of all taximeters 
used in the city. 

New Billboard Ordinance. 

One of the new features of the new bill- 
board ordinance is that it provides an annual 
inspection fee of 50 cents for each twenty- 
five lineal feet. Under other provisions the 
face of billboards within the fire limits and 
the entire structure of billboards containing 
more than twelve square feet must be of in- 
combustible material, the boards must stand 
a wind pressure ot thirty pounds a square 
foot, and with few exceptions the minimum 
height of the bottom line above the ground 
must be three feet. 

The father of this ordinance. Ald. Merriam, 
interrupted the passage of the finance com- 
mittee’s report by asking that the appro- 
priation of $15,674 to pay the expenses of 
George W. Jackson, Inc., in complying with 
the demands of the dynamite commission in 
rebuilding the intermediate crib that was 
destroyed by dynamite last spring be post- 
poned one week. The alderman explained 
that he wished to “ reassure himself of the 
merits of the appropriation. 

Ordinances Passed by Council.

Appeals to Those in Depths. 

To those in the depths the Gipsy ap- 
pealed— those men and women of the tender- 
loin who had ventured in. Most of the front 
seats and the boxes were filled with the 
regular attendants at the armory meetings 
but there were many in the house who were 
attending religious service first for a long 
time. 

“I have heard many critics since I 
planned this affair tonight,“ said the evan- 
gelist. “Many have sneered at me. But 
I can stand that if I am sincere. I would 
not give this up if I were sincere. And do 
I belleve in it? Am I sincere? Yes. Yeu 
I am sincere. I do believe in it. I have 
come to appeal to the lost, the degraded, and 
the destitute. If I did not believe I was 
right—if I did not believe in what I am 
doing, I'd be a damned man. I would be a 
consummate hypocrite if I did not believe 
in what I am doing and did not act on what 
I believe.” 

The last words were shouted loud. Those 
in the audience clapped their hands. Many 
of them cheered. 


Sin Is on the Way. 
“If sin hasn't come onto you yet,“ said 
the evangelist, it will come. It's on its 
way. It's on its way. It will strike with a 
blow that means death. When your con- 
science is bared to the sting of n it means 


it means blister. It you in the depths do not 
take advantage of the help ot God to free 
yourselves from sin, some day sin will con- 
froht you to destroy you. 

“I spoke at a meeting something like this 
once before and in the rear was a man, near 
the end of the service, who was wiping his 
eyes with his coat tail. The devil had stripped 
him of his handkerchief. If you don’t mind, 
the devil will strip you of your hqmdkerchiefs. 
He will grip you, if you don’t mind, of every- 
thing. He will leave you naked. He will 
leave you doomed, he will leave you damned.

Didn’t Wait; Was Saved. 

“This man didn't wait longer. He was a 
son of Burns, the London missionary. He 
had deserted his family, broken his mother’s 
heart, and had lost everything.

The singing was resumed. It went on for a 
few moments. Then “Gipsy Smith spcke 
again softly. It was a prayer. Scores re- 
sponded to his appeal. They arose to confess 
wrong and asked that the evangelist's pray- 
ers be for them. 


Huge Overflow Meeting. 

At the overflow meeting held in Immanuel 
Baptist church the Rev. Johnston Myers pre- 
dicted the downfall of the saloon. 

The church was filled with the men and 
women who had been unable to get in the 
Alhambra theater. The speakers were Dr 
Myers and the Rev. A. C. Dixon of Moody 
institute. 

This is a night of great experience,“ said 
Dr/ Myers. This demonstration means a 
dry Chicago in the near future. I wonder if 
Gipsy Smith was not sent here in order that 
we might soon lose the saloon. 

“As we passed along the streets, I sa 
saloonkeepers trying to-ridicule the parade. 
They waved their hands in pretense that they 
recognized friends among the marchers. It 
ie the best evidence that they feared the 
demonstration.” 

Dr. Dixon quoted the scriptures, which 
say, Go out into the highways and hedges 
and compel them to,come in that my house 
may be filled,” in justification of the parade 
through the levee district. 

From this text he preached a sermon to the 
midnight congregation which assembled at 
Dr. Myers’ church. 

“ This city is full of suffering and misery,” 
he said. “ If we can make some home happy 
as a result of this night's work by the re- 
demption of a member of some family the 
effort will be well repaid. Practical religion 
is what is needed by the business man, the 
college „and the man or woman in 
society.“ 

Saloons Do Great Business. 

The police and the habitués agreed it was 
the greatest night the levee ever saw. The 
crowds began to gather soon after dark and 
an hour before the parading columns were 
due in the district Armour avenue and Dear- 
born and Twenty-second streets were 
thronged with women and men. Children 
were there, too, boys from 12 to 15 shouldered 
through the crowds with denizens of the

ions as a woman with a painted face leered at

Im Dearborn street a group of four un- 
escorted women, two of them carrying babies 
in their arms, walked slowly along and in- 
spected the individual resorts with curious 
eyes. One of the babies fretted because it 
could not have the “pitty glass in a 
doorway that glittered in the electric light. 

Automobiles filled with respectable appear- 
ing men and women chugged slowly through 
Dearborn street and Armour avenue by the 
dosen for hours before the parade. 

A police standing in Armour avenue 
at 12 o'clock made the remark: 

I've seen 2.000 persone pass here in the 
last hour and I've the first word about re- 
ligion to hear yet. All these people are talk- 
ing about the curious things they see.“ 

Compared with noisy crowds op the streets 
the inmates of the resorts were quiet in the 
early houre of the evening. One women at 
2006 Armour avenue, asked to sing a popular 
song, said: 

Not me; this is Gipsy Smith's night. The 
religious people are giving the song and dance 
programs in the levee thie evening.“ 


Underworld Lights Turned Low. 

Not even a face at the windows of the 
places appeared to satisfy the prolonged 
stares of the slummers.” 

Dim lights in the front of the resorts were 
put out one by one and the doors locked and 
barred soon after 9 o'clock. Visitors were 
requested to leave with the explanation that 
“the next thing on the program will be a 
parade by Gipsy Smith and the good people 
who are going to convert the red light dis- 
trict.”’ 

The saloons filled faster and the crowds in 
the streets became more dense. More small 
boys, evading the keen eyes of the police, 
wormed their way through the crowds into 
the levee. Occasionally the @rinking began 
to tell on individuals, and youths and men 
were seen staggering or held straight by 
companions. 

The groups of young men and women sight- 
seers became more boisterous as they became 
better acquainted with their surroundings, 


Children Show Curiosity. 

Long before the time for the parade small 
groups of mission and Salvation Army work- 
ers invaded the district and sang songs and 
called for converts. 

It was the children that the police had been 
requested by Lieut. Enright of the Twenty- 
second street police station to look after es- 
pecially. Several women with 
were told by the policemen that they had no 
business bringing the children into such a 
district. . 

One boy not more than 12 years old, in 
company with a larger boy, remarked that 
he wanted to see all he could to tell the other 
„ fellers that was kept away by their folks.“ 

Many of the inmates of the resorts ylewed 
the parade from the sidewalks, but made no 
comments as the army of thousands passed 
by singing. 

As the parade passed Twenty-first street, 
marching south in Dearborn street, the col- 
umn was halted and the marchers sang, 
“Where Is My Wandering Boy Tonight? 
As the chorus swelled, maudlin voices on the 
sidewalks joined in the singing, and for ten 
minutes the words of the old song were sung 
over and over again. 

After the marching Christians had gone to 
the theater and the resorts’ barred doors had 
been opened and the mechanical pianos had 
started anew their discordant racket, dozens 
of men and women, many of them intoxi- 
cated, entered the district and started in to 
“finish the night,” as one woman ex- 
pressed. it. 

Precautions by the Police. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler and James 
Markham, the chief's secretary, inspected 
the darkened resorts closed and locked by 
the chief's orders. The assistant chief de- 
clared he was perfectly satisfied with the 
way the men of the force were looking after 
the parade. 

„While I believe the whole thing is a mis- 
take,“ he said, the police have made con- 
ditions as safe as they possibly could for 
the people who are here.“ 

Chief Steward also visited the levee early 
in the evening, but did not remain to wit- 
ness the parade. He said he simply wanted 
to see the condition of the streets through 
which the parade was to pass. He spent a 
quarter of an hour in conference with Lieut. 
3 at the Twenty-second street sta- 

on. 

To prevent accidents along the line of 
march and preserve order patrolmen were 
stationed at short intervals. Although the 
streets were crowded to such an extent dur- 
ing the parade that they were almost impas- 
sable, no accidents were reported. 


Brings Profits to Vice. 

After the parade was over the district 
awakened to find the biggest business of its 
recent history waiting at the doors clamor- 
ing for admission, Even before the last of 
the Gipsy Smith followers had marched 
sturdidly out of Armour avenue the doors of 
the resorts ‘were flung open and the crowds 
began to pour in where the lights were bright 
and where music—not sacred—was abundant. 

The resort keepers themselves were aston- 
ished at the rush of business that almost 
swept them from their feet. They had pre- 
pared for some additional trade. They had 
stocked up their ice boxes with more beer 
and had put in an extra piano player or two. 
But all of these preparations were inade- 
quate. The crowd simply swamped the re- 
sorts, and for a time the scene resembied a 
country fair in full blast. ) 


Many Lured Into Evil Paths. 


One woman who manages one of the largest 


houses in the levee, said:

Lieut. Enright Is Amazed, 

Lieut. Enright of the Twenty-second street 
station, who has greater control over the 
“red light” district than probably any other 
police officer in the city, stood at orn 
and Twenty-second streets at 12:30 o'clock 
and estimated the crowd at over 10,000, 

It's the biggest business this district 
has ever done, said he. While there hasn't 
been any serious disorder, you can’t tell 
What's going to happen, and we intend to 
keep an extra force of policemen and de- 
tectives in the district until early in the 
morning. Every resort on the line is crowded 
to the guards and many of them are turning 
people away.“ 

Mrs. Mary Chase, colored, a cook, caused 
considerable excitement during the parade 
when she fired six shots from a window on 
the second floor at 2817 State street, where 
she lives. To policeman McFadden of the 
Cottage Grove avenue station, who heard 
the shots and hurried to the place, Mrs. 
Chase said she heard some one on the first 
floor calling for help, and when she was 
unable to attract the attention of a police- 
man she fired the shots. The policeman, un- 
able to learn of any person on the first floor 
who had been attacked or had called for 
help, had Mrs. Chase locked up for using 
firearms within the city Umits. 


Preaches Sermon Before Parade. 

With a plea to the thousands of men and 
women who were to follow bim later into 
the red light district, Chicago’s ‘* Pool of 
Bethesda, to reclaim the fallen humanity 
of the levee and to take the ostraeised women 
into their family circles and save them, Gipsy 
Smith justified his parade and answered his 
critics in a sermon preached at the Seventh 


, Regiment armory before the parade started. 


He condemned the inactivity of the civic 
authorities in permitting the existence of the 
district and challenged his opposers as 
“those who sit in easy chairs and criti- 


eise, telling them to cure the sin of the city | 


by others means, if they can. 

The mission at Thirty-fourth street 
and Wentworth avenue was visited by the 
largest crowd that has been present during 
the revival meetings held under the aus- 
pices of the Laymen’s Evangelistic council. 
Early in the evening the doors were closed 
and many persons stood in the alsies of the 
armory. 

Evangelistic Hosts Assemble. 

Three overflow meetings were held in the 
open air outside the building. They were 
addressed by three evangelists, the Rev. 
Hatry Sayles, the Rev. Herbert Grose, and 
the Rev. N. S. Sargent. Probably 9,000 men 
and women were assembled in the building 
and nearly as many stood outside. 

Detachments of the Salvation army ar- 
rived early to join in the service, prepara- 
tory to marching in the parade. One of 
the companies marched through the aisles 
of the immense auditorium with its band 
playing while the whole audience stood and 
cheered. Delegations of the White Cross 
Midnight Missionary association mingled 
with the throng. 

Fifty-nine .pastors of Chicago churches 
were declared by the evangelist to be pres- 
ent, and he expressed to them his thanks for 
their support. Hundrede of visitors from 
out of the city, including many ministers, 
were given seats on the platform with the 
chorus, 

The opening prayer was offered by the 
Rev. Henry Hepburn. A dozen policemen 
were detailed to the armory to keep order. 

William A. Peterson, vice chairman of the 
laymen's council, in announcing the plans 
of the parade, insisted that no children 
should be allowed to march in it, and said 
that committees had been appointed to guard 
it during the formation and march with 
instructions to take out any persons thought 
to be less than 21 years of age. 


Says “No Children Here.” 
This is not a children’s crusade, he said. 
The law forbids children from entering the 


district, and we have taken care to provide | 


that they shall not be taken with this parade. 

“This is serious prayerful business. W 
are not going on a gigantic slumming ex- 
pedition or on a sightseeing excursion. We 
want earnest men and women to help us, 
whether they live in Halsted street or Michi- 
gar avenue.” 

Gipsy Smith, in his address preparatory to 
the march, found his justification for the ex- 
traordinary religious campaign in the miracle 
of the healing at the pool of Bethesda, read- 
ing the account of that incident as his text. 

Please carry with you every step of the 
way the spirit that is contained in the words. 
Thy kingdom come,’ for that is the spirit 
we must go in if we are to do any good. he 
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e olty. 

“The stery of the pool of Bethesda I read 
in the light of one who knows that Jesus had 
been many times before this visit. He had 
been attracting a great deal of attention. 
But I wonder why it was necessary to asso- 
clate Jesus and the pool together. Why not 
connect the pool with the people who were 
in authority in the city? Where were the 
churches and the scribes and pharisees? 

Did they know nothing of what was going 
on down there?. The pool was public prop- 
erty. It was at the gate. Did the suffering 
and heart breaking gathered around the pool 
fail to reach the people? Why did they not in- 
terest themselves in the broken humanity and 
the wasted men and women? Where were 
the mothers and fathers and brothers and 
sisters of these poor suffering things? 

‘"Did nobody care? You don’t read of a 
thing betng done by any living creature to 


| bring Jesus into contact with that conglomer- 


ation of agony. 
Attacks the “Scoundrel Man.” 


“You women are to blame. You are too 
afraid of risking your white reputation to 
save the woman that has fallen, but the 
demon that ruined her you will take into 
your homes, to your dinners, to meet your 
daughters. You will marry your daughter 
to a scoundrel! if he can dress well and ride 
in an automobile. 

“A man who visits the red light district 
by night has no right to associate with 
decent people in the daylight, even though 
he may sit on the throne of a millionaire. 

I have received letters from the women in 
the district and they say ‘Who wants us?’ 
80 must care and somebody must 
say, Here is food. Here is a good home for 
vou.“ I am not asking vou to do what I 
haven't tried to do. Am I going too far? 

Shouts of No from different parts ot the 
audience answered his question, and he con- 
tinued: 

I may have made mistakes, but I haven't 
made the colossal blunder of sitting in an 
easy chair and criticising those who try to 
do something. 

Tou will help a poor horse when it falls 
in the street. Now help your brother and 
sister up, and don’t do it in a patronizing 
way. That is the business of fhis crusade.

PARIS, Oct. 18.-Count de Lambert, the 
Russian-French aeroplanist, just before 


dark tonight accomplished one of the mast 


remarkable and daring feats yet credited to 


aes peavier than air machines. Starting from 


the aerodrome at Juvisy in a Wright biplane, 
he flew to Paris, d distance of about thirteen 
miles. After maneuvering ever the city at 
gn average height of 400 feet, he ascended 
in gtadually diminishing circles and passed 
gevera! hundred feet above the Hiffel tower. 
He then returned to Juvisy. 

Thousands who watched from the streets of 
Paris hardly could credit their senses when 
they saw the aeroplane, a tiny object, gliding 
gwiftiy far above the tower, and the sensa- 
tion created here by this performance was 
more profound than when Santos Dumont 
circled the structure in his dirigible balloon 
in 1000. 5 

Count de Lambert was given a tremendous 


reception on his return to Juvisy. Orville 
Wright, who was there with his sister, 
rushed forward and wrung the hands uf the 
aviator as he alighted, pale but radiant. He 
was led to the pavilion, where his health was 
drunk, the crowd meantime cheering lustily 
and crying “ Long live Count de Lambert!” 
“Long live Russia,“ De Lambert being of 
Russian extraction. 


Praise for United States. 

The count held up his hand and shouted: 

“Ory long live the United States, for it is 
to her that I owe this success 

The aviator said that throughout his trip 
de had entire control of the machine. The 
only inconvenience he suffered was from 
the throbbing of the engines and from diffi- 
culty in seeing, towards the end, in the gath- 
ering gloom. 

The official time of the flight was 49 min- 
utes 39 seconds. The distance was roughly 
estimated at thirty-one miles, and the height 
varied from 800 to 1,300 feet. 

Count de Lambert and Mr. and Miss Wright 
left the fleld together in an automobile 
Dragoons were obliged to clear a way through 
the crowd, among which there were many 
enthusiasts who showed a desire to carry 
the aviator in triumph on their shoulders.

Humphrey demonstrated their ability to 
handle the government's aeroplane pur- 
chased from the Wright brothers during the 
last summer by the signal corps.

Mr. Browne’s play, A Fool There Was,“ 
symbolically submite for our painful scrutiny 
the spectacle of the Things that are Bad, bat- 
tling fer supremacy against the Things that 
are Good, and emerging at the end discourag- 
ingly triumphant. Divested of the meta- 
physical and psychological buncombe with 
which the author has surrounded it, the play 
is merely the same old story of a man and 
two women, terminating in an emphatic 
iilumination of the familiar ordinance that 


the wages of sin is death. We have seen it 


before and shall see it again. but, one has- 
tens to say, not often in an aspect so theat- 
rically vivid. An unprejudiced summary of 
the affair might describe it as not much of a 
play, but as an pnusually engrossing enter- 
tainment. With this epitome in its favor, 
its popular success is a matter of easy under- 
standing. Certainly it proved most interest- 
ing to those present at its first performance 
in the Illinois last evening. 


— 
Since symbolism is a condition cryptic to 
the majority of those who go to to the thea- 
ter, A Fool There Was will be described 
here as what it is—a melodrama inflated with 
certain pseudo-supernatura! elements. For 
the less sophisticated in thie branch of the 
drama Mr. Browne provides a disturbing 
storm in the first act, following a happy 
household scene, as a finger board indicating 
that the play is on its way (0 @ tragic dénoue- 
ment. Again he is kind to those innocent of 
knowledge of symbolism, when in the sec- 
ond act eloquent swinging doors reveal a 
massive and highly colored photograph of 
the ruined Coliseum. a pictorial innuendo 
that he whom Mr. Browne probably calls the 
protagonist of bis play has crumbled in dis- 
aster. This is as simple to the lay mind as 
that the Lion is the representation of cour- 
age, or that the Lamb is the symbol of pa- 
tlence Eleewhere the signs are the more 
complicated indications of the human soul 
a woman depicting Sin, Vice. and all that is 
Evil, anda man embodying the spirit, ‘racked 
by temptation, roused by conscience, twisted 
and tossed and torn by the everlasting war- 
fare of the cosmic forces.“ There we leave 
it and proceed to a report of a few of the 
material things that happen in the course of 
the performance.

Handsome diplomat with loving wife and 
precocious golden haired child is about to 
embark on an important secret mission for 


the United States government to the court 


of St. James. His heart is true, his char- 
‘acter is clean. Much kissing end embrac- 
ing is indulged in while attractive friend of 
family once in love with wife contemplates 
the scene with funny cynicalcomment. They 
go aboard ship to bid him godspeed. Snaky 
lady with thin red lips, cruel eyes, and cling- 
ing skirts enters, followed by haunted, furtive 
figure who confronts her and calis her his 
Vampire. She sneere at him and he shoots 
himself in the head at the threshold of her 
stateroom. Deck steward comes op with mop 
and pail and removes evidences of the car- 
nage. Where shall I place your chair, 
madam?’ he inquires of the lady when he has 
finished. There,“ she says, and points to the 
tragic spot. She settles herself comfortably 


with her rug around her and produces—sad | 


lapse from symbolism—a copy ofthe Innocent 
Green Book, which is not the literature we 
should seleet for perusal by a vampire. Then 
she fastens her basilisk gaze upon the hand- 
some diplomat. He shudders feebly and is 
lost.

The remainder of the play shows the cos- 
mic forces bitterly imbattied. Six months 
elapse and the handsome diplomat has not 
returned. Rumors that he is busily engaged 
in a personal investigation of the rag, the 
bone and the hank of hair reach America, 
and when he comes back again he has been 
forsaken by wife and child and friends. 
Only the vampire remains. She says that 
she loves him. ‘‘ Does love, then, bring ruin, 
disgrace, dishonor, indignity to the object 
of its lavishment? he inquires in Mr. 
Browne's most careful English. But-she en- 
twines herself around him and soon he is 
deep in happy reminiscences of their dal- 
liance on the Riviera, where the sea was no 
bluer than the sky that held it. in its sunlit 
hands. Old friend comes to him and pro- 
tests against his sodden, sordid passion in 
a fine, rhetorical speech, all nicely commaed, 
semi-coloned, and paragraphed in Mr. 
Browne's best manner. But there is no 
use. When Destiny can’t get a man any 
other way,” he says, “it sends @ woman, 
and she gets him.“ 

— 

Devastation proceeds and the final act 
shows the diplomat, wrecked and in delirium, 
his only solace being a case of brandy. Touch- 
ing scene ensues when baby hands reach 
out to him and plead with him to be good 
and it looks for a time as if he might be 
saved. But he is thoughtiessly left alone 
for a while and the vampire returns to look 
over her work. She is through with him 
and is now employed in the inhalation of 
another victim. He seizes her and chokes 
her. They struggle about the room. Weak- 
ened by his dissipations he drops dead at 
her feet and @ deliberate curtain falls on a 
Burne-Jones tableau, with the vampire say- 
ing, Kiss me, my fool,“ and scattering the 
petals of red roses over his figure as he lies 
prostrate in an uncanny green light. 

The long, attenuated last act is saved from 
being a bit tiresome by the wonderfully de- 
scriptive acting of Mr. Hilliard in the lead- 
ing role. It is one of those harrowing ex- 
hibitions which please the multitude and it 
is done by Mr. Hilliard with but few inex- 
cusable excesses. The star's entire pérform- 
ance is skillfully balanced between the con- 
ventional manifestations of emotion and the 
otherwise. He marks the three stages of 
the character’s life with differences, which, 
while not subtie, still are not annoyingly 
obvious. His performance is distinctly cred-

ALFONSO SEEKS A SCAPEGOAT? 


Ferrer Followers See Trick in 
King’s Reproach of Maura. 


MINISTRY MAY DISSOLVE. 


Liberals Fighting to Overthrow Pres- 
ent Government, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.} 

MADRID, Oct. 18.—Responsibility for the 
execution at Barcelona last week of Prof. 
Francisco Ferrer was placed today wholly 
upon the shoulders of Premier Maura by 
King Alfonso. Confronted with the evidences 
of Spanish unpopularity throughout Europe 
as à result of the execution, the young mon- 
arch is said to have charged Maura with hav- 
ing neglected to give him a chance to exercise 
the royal prerogative of clemency. A change 
in the ministry may result from the incident. 

The quarrel resulted when King Alfonso 
learned today of the popular demonstrations 
against him throughout Europe and in sev- 
eral cities in the United States, Cuba, and 
South America. 

The talk tonight is all of the prospect of a 
change in the ministry. The Diario Universal! 
today published an article attributed to 
Sefior Moret, criticising the Maura cabinet 
and offering on behalf of the Liberals to 
restore order in Spain by inaugurating 
sweeping social reforms. 

This was followed later by a striking speech 
by Sefior Moret in the chamber demanding 
the resignation of the government. 

It is believed King Alfonso would welcome 
the change. Gossip tonight mentions that 
Sefior Azcarraga is likely to become tem- 
porary premier in the event of the resigna- 
tion of the government. It is stated that 
France and England earnestly wish Sefior 
Maura out of office,

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NEW OHARGE UPON IVINS. 


Editor Defends Course He Has Taken 
in the Campaign. 


New York, Oct. 18.—William_ R. Hearst, in- 
depencent nominee for mayor of New York, 
and Otte T. Bannard, the Republican nomi- 
nee, both of whom are heading the fusion 
ticket, dashed through Harlem tonight and 
delivered a series of rapid fire speeches in 
support of their candidacy. Hearst spoke 
four times at four different places and Ban- 
nard spoke thrice. Both candidates sped 
from one meeting place to another in an 
automobile. 

The eddresses of Bannard were brief and 
were confined to business issues except wher 
he departed from these lines long enough to 
criticise Gov. Hughes because of the latter s 
refusal to take any part in the campaign. 

Hearst spoke at length and continued his 
denunciation of Wiliam J. Gaynor, the Dem- 
ocratic nominee, although he found time to 
refer to Bannard as a machipe candidate. 

I have gotten into this fight to defeat both 
Gaynor and his Tammany machine and Ban- 
nerd and his Woodruff machine,“ he said, 
“an@ I do not want Mr. Bannard to forget, 
in the heat and excitement of the campaign, 
that he je just as much of a machine candi- 
date as Gaynor is. He may not be the can- 
didate of the same machine, but he is the 
candidate of the same kind of a machine, 
and I, for one, cannot see the difference in 
blackness between the Tammany kettle and 
the Woodruff pot. 


Says Woodruff Named Bannard. 

“Mr. Bannard was not nominated at the 
fusion conference. The fusion conference 
was broken up. He was not even nominated 
at the Republican convention. That had not 
been held. He was appointed and anointed 
the candidate of the Noble Order of Wood- 
rumans and created a Knight of the Check- 
ered Waistcoat at Jack's in the early hours 
of a September morning. 

„Now, Mr. Bannard is not only not an 
independent candidate, but he is not even an 
anti-Tammany candidate. If Mr. Parsons’ 
statement of the deal between Cannon and 
the Republican machine with Murphy and 
the Tammany machine can be believed, Mr. 
Bannard was nominate not to defeat Tam- 
many but to elect Tammany. If Mr. Ban- 
nard is elected Mr. Woodruff's pet trusts 
will get the city, and if Judge Gaynor is 
elected the Tammany pet thieves will get the 
city.”’ 

In the rest of his speech Hearst defended 
himself against the thrust by Gaynor that 
he was indorsed by Tammany When he ran 
for governor against Hughes, „Grover 
Cleveland, he said, was a consistent foe 
of Tammany Hall, yet he ran for governor of 
the state on a Democratic ticket. I ran for 
governor of New York state as much a foe 
of Tammany Hall as I had run for mayor 
a foe of Tammany Hall the year before.“ 


Says He Fought Murphy. 

He declared that, although nominated by 
the Demoerats, he fought Charles F. Murphy 
throughout and at no time surcenmerce to 
Tammany. 

“Why did not Gaynor do as I did?” he 
continued. “ Why did not Gaynor denounce 
Murphy and McCarren? He had plenty of 
time to do it before McCarren got sick.“ 

Hearst’s attackyon Bannard tonight gives 
the campaign a new angle, for heretofore 
both have maintained what might be called 
a truce in view of the fact that both are at- 
tempting to defeat Tammany. Bannard has 
at all times refrained from criticising Hearst. 
In his speeches tonight the Republican nom- 
inée said, in part:

New Attack Upon Ivens. 

Willlam M. Ivins, Who although not a 

candidate himself has laid the groundwork 
for a major part.of the persona! attacks in 
the campaign, kept his place well in the 
calcium of charge and counter charge to- 
day. Accused last night by Henry George Jr. 
of trying to persuade his father, the single 
taxer, to withdraw from the mayoralty cam- 
paign of 1886, in consideration of a seat in 
congress offered by Tammany, he faced an- 
other charge today, made by Col. William 
N. Amory, former secretary of the Third 
Avenue railroad company. Amory came 
out with an affidavit attacking him as rep- 
resenting Thomas F. Ryan in blocking trac- 
tion investigations in New York. 
“He declares that ‘Ivins was paid 520.000 
by the commission for shielding Ryan in 
the public service investigation.“ Referring 
to the investigation before the public service 
commission in 1907, he continues: 

“J am convinced Mr. Ivins at that time 
had an understanding with Ryan or his rep- 
resentatives for the deliberate suppression of 
the facts.” 

Ivins issued a statement tonight denying 
the whole charge.

TWO ARGO MEN CALLED.

Peonagé that is believed to exist in and 
about Chicago, as well as in other parts of 
the United States, will be a subject of investi- 
gation here tomorrow. The peonage com- 
mittee of the special immigration committee, 
appointed by congress at the suggestion of 
President Roosevelt, will hold a session in 
Chicago, 

Deputy United States marshals are serv- 
ing subpeenas on witnesses who will be called 
upon to tell what they know of the so-called 
peonage conditions. The inquiry, it ts ber 
HNeved, does not contemplate criminal prose- | 
cutions, at least under present laws, but 
rather is the forerunner of remedial legisla- 


tion. 


Among those to whom a subpeena was sent 
was Baron Ernst Schilling, imperial Russian 
consul to Chicago. Baron Schilling took ad- 
vantage of the immunity granted him by 
internation] treaty and declined to accept 
service. He said, however, that he would 
appear before the committee if so re- 
quested

There were a number of arrests 
and indictments, and a number of convictions 
of Greeks who are charged with bringing 
Greek boys into the United States in viola- 
tion of the immigration laws. 

Congressman John L. Burnett is at the 
head of the committee. Sessions will be 
held in other cities.

Knowledge of Cost Needed. 

“T Grmly believe the only foundation 
for a printers’ organisation is an accurate 
knowledge of cost of production,” said Mr. 
Byron. “Any system is better than none, 


and the more simple the system the better. 


We must have accurate knowledge of this 
one element if there isto be any uniformity in 


| our methods.“

DEATH MAKES INROADS ON 
ROLL OF U. S. PENSIONERS. 


War Veterans’ Ranks Lessened by 
48,312, According to Figures in Re- 
port of Commissioner Warner. 


<< 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 18. — Death's in- 
vasion of the fast thinning ranks of war 
veterans caused 48,312 names to be dropped 
from the pension rolls of the United States 
last year. Of this number 32,831 were sur- 
vivors of the civil war. The total lose to 
the pension roll from all causes was 51,581. 

In striking contrast to these figures, com- 
prised in the annual report of Vespasian 
Warner, commissioner of pensions, is the 
statement that the government paid out in 
pensions in the fiscal year, ending June 30, 

900, $161,978,708, which the commissioner 
declares is the large“t amount ever dis- 
bursed for pensions in one year. 

Summarized, the report shows these facts: 
Number of pensioners at the beginning of 
the year, 951,687; number of new pensioners 
added to the roll, 46,088; pensioners on roll 
at close of the year, 946,104; a net decrease 
of 5,493. Survivors of the civil war on the 
roll now number 593,961. 

Commissioner Warner explainsthat thein- 
crease in the amount paid out for pensions 
was due principally to the large number of 
pensioners placed on the roll under the act 
of Feb. 6, 1907, granting $12, $15, and $20, 
to survivors of the war with Mexico and 
the civil war, on reaching the ages of 62, 
70 and 75 respectively. 


HUSBANDS IMMUNE IN CHICAGO. 


Supreme Court Dismisses Case in 
Which James Hamilton Lewis Rep- 
resented Man Sued by Wife. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—[Special. }— 
Uneonscious that it was disclosing to the 
world the perfidy of Col. J. Ham Lewis to the 
interests of woman, the United States Su- 
preme court decided a point today that will 
make Chicago for some time to come a safe 
siamping ground for hunted husbands. 

The case passed upon was that of David 
McKenzie against his wife, Grace McKenzie, 
both of Los Angeles.

‘After 
perusing a delicate mass of argument by 
which the colonel elucidated the rightful im- 
munities of husbands, the high tribunal de- 
clined to interfere in this case of marital dis- 
sension. 

Mr. McKenzie, who is a wealthy mine own- 
er, has been separated from Mrs. McKenzie 
for a number of years. On one of his home 
comings from abroad he inadvertently lin- 
gered too long in Chicago, where Mrs. Me- 
Kenzie had him arrested. In the case, which 
went through the Illinois courts, she con- 
tended that Mr. McKenzie should provide her 
maintenance in addition to property. The 
Illinois Supreme court decided that nonresi- 
dents could not lawfully bring such a suit 
in Illinols. An appeal was dismissed today 
for want of jurisdiction.

NICKEL THEATERS |S 
TO ESCAPE HORAN 


City Law Department Removes 
Them from J urisdiction 
of the Fire Chief. 


WORK FOR INSPECTORS. 


— 


Electricity and Building Bureaus 
Hereafter Must Regulate 
Picture Shows. 


Cause for rejoicing was given the worst 
class of nickel theaters yesterday in an 
opinion from the law department practically 
removing that class of amusement houses 
from the jurisdiction of the fire department. 

To city officials and others who have 
watched the efforts of Fire Marshal Horan 
to Keep such places within the law the deci- 
sion meant a loss of control over them, for 
it has been through the chief's efforts al- 
most unaided that enforcement of the law 
covering them has been maintained. 

By the law department’s finding the regu- 
lation cf moving pieture shews devolves en- 
tirely on the department of electricity and 
the department of buildings, the inspection 
bureaus of which have their time so fully 
occupied that their record is not one of re- 
markable efficiency. 

The opinion mentioned was given by R. L. 
Campbell, assistant corporation counsel, in 
response to a request from George D. Bayle, 
chief electrical inspector, for a statement of 
his responsibility for the inspection of mov- 
ing picture theaters. In brief it held that an 
ordinance passed Feb. 1, 1909, repealed all 
the provisions of the original regulatory ordi- 
nance of July 17, 1908, which placed upon the 
fire marshai the duty of inspecting moving 
picture apparatus and enforcing the law. 


’ Horan Says Law Is Plain. 

There seems to be no question about the 
law.“ sala Chief Horan, who had been told 
of the opinion, “ and I suppose I ought not 
to kick, as it relieves my department of work 
that I thought within its jurisdiction. I had 
no intention of trespassing on any one’s else 
territory, and my only thought was to see 
that the patrons of these places were pro- 
tected according te the law.“ 

Chief Electrical Inspector Bayle and Bulld- 
ing Commissioner Campbell both declared 
that if the duty devolves upon them entirely 
they will do their utmost to enforce all the 
regulations concerning the picture show 
houses, 

The question of inspection, or more par- 
ticularly of the performance of inspection 
work by the police force instead of by the 
several city departments will be taken up at 
a conference this afternoon between Chief 
Steward and the municipal efficiency com- 
mission's subcommittee on Inspection. 

In this connection the position of ihe, sub- 
committee is that a great deal of regular in- 
spection work may be accomplished by pa- 
trolmen without interfering with their regu- 
lar duties. Among the varieties of inspec- 
tion Included in this classification are those 
of street lights, street and sidewalk ob- 
structions and damages, building permits, 
and the use of city water. 


Thinks Police Should Do It. 

“If the plans of the subcommittee are ef- 
fected,’’ said President Elton Lower of the 
commission, it will mean not so much a 
saving of inspection expense, but an increase 
of inspection.. I think at the present time 
there are six inspectors of street lamps. 
They cannot possibly do all that work; but 
we have 2,000 patrolmen throughout thecity 
who can do the work without interfering 
with their traveling post. The same is true 
of the other branches of inspection we have 
under consideration.” 

Chief Steward probably will send to the 
trial board today charges against Patrolman 
William H. Jongblut, who, according to the 
investigation of Assistant Chief Schuettler. 
was with Patrolman Thomas Duffy of the 
Fillmore street station when he is sald to 
have robbed Frank Fuke, an offense for 
which he was indicted on Saturday. 

Another one of the series of cabinet con- 
ferences on railway terminal electrification 
was held by Mayor Busse, Corporation Coun- 
sel Brundage, and Ald. B. W. Snow, but the 
discussion was said to have been general and 
without tangible results.

— WOMAN IN STRUGLE f 


Gary Prisoner Pleads He Stum- 
bled with Fatal Result. 


REFUSED, TO FLEE WITH HER 


Young Man Claims Mrs. Frane Then 
Sought His Death. 


Martin Thot, arrested by the Gary (Ind.) 
police following the death of Mrs. ‘Catherine 
Franc Saturday, confessed yesterday that 
the shooting was the outcome of a struggle 
with the woman for possession of a revolver 
that he took to the house with him. 

Thot, who is 21 years old, first said that 
Mrs. Franc had committed suicide, but mod- 
ified his statement when questioned by Cor- 
oner Gordon and Policeman William Miller. 
He will be called upon today to tell a jury 
at the inquest how the shooting occurred, 
and letters from the dead woman will be of- 
fered to substantiate Thot's statement. 


Refused to Elope? 

Thot, in his second statement, said: 

“The woman wanted me to run away 
with her. When I refused she tried to take 
my revolver from my pocket. I grabbed it 
and put it behind me. Then she reached 
around for it and I held it above my head. 
She grasped my wrist and I stumbled. The 
gun exploded and she fell to the floor. 

“I have known the Franc family since 
last May, when I roomed at their house in 
Buffalo.

She said she could get me 
a good job in the steel mills here and I came, 
arriving last Friday. 1 stopped at the Echo 
hotel and went to see Mrs. France. Saturday 
she came to the hotel and together we re- 
turned to her home. Her husband was away. 
It was then the shooting took place. I Have 
a wife who was living in Youngstown, O., 
when I heard from her last time.’ 

The husband of the woman declares that 
he and his wife left Buffalo on account of the 
attentions of Thot and that they came to 
Gary, where Thot found them. 


SUPREME COURT DENIES WRIT 
AS TO $100,000 LIFE POLICY. 
Mutual Life Seeks to Have Tribunal 


Take Up Case Involving Alleged Sui- 
cide, but Petition Is Refused. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 18. —Without ex- 
plaining the reasons, the United States Su- 
preme court today,. denied the petition fora 
writ of certiorari in the case of the Mutual 
Life Insurance company of New York 
against William E. Hazen and others, trus- 
— ot the estate of the late Lucius H. Per- 
kins of Kansas, involving a policy of $100,000 
on the Hfe of Mr. Perkins. 

The proceeding was a technical one and 
was begun by the company to have the con- 
tract with Mr. Perkins canceled on the 
ground that it was obtained by fraud. After 
procuring the policy Mr. Perkins fell off the 
top of his house, and the insurance people 
contended that_before falling he had admin- 
istered to himse:f a dose of poison with su- 
icidal intent, but with the object of having 
it appear that his death had been caused by 
accident so arranged his body that it would 

all. 

: There was a long controversy as to whether 
there should be an autopsy, but one was at 
last ordered by the courts, and it is stated 
in the bill that the contentions of the com- 
pany were verified. The case, as presented to 
the court. involved the question as to whether 
the proceeding, which was begun in equity, 
was technically correct. The Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the Eighth circuit held that 
it was insufficient to entitle the company o 
release. On account of that finding the com- 
pany sought to have the Supreme court take 
the case in hand, but today’s decision was ad- 
verse to that prayer. 


ROOSEVELT’S STRONG IDEAS 
BLAMED FOR EVIL AND CRIME. 


Poet Joaquin Miller, in Address to San 
Quentin Convicts, Says the Ameri- 


can Madness Is Energy. 
* 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 18.— [Special.] 
—That Former President Roosevelt and his 
policy. of the strenuous life are responsible 
for more evils and crime in America than any 
other cause was the assertion upon which 
Joaquin Miller laid the burden of his talk 
to the convicts assembled in the prison chap- 
el at San Quentin this morning. 

„We are all in too great a hurry,” he 
said. “‘ We should put some things off until 
tomorrow, lying, for instance. I used to tell 
a few lies myself, but I founc it did not pay. 
There is too much competition. 

And breaking into jail, that is another 
thing that we should put off until tomorrow. 
I broke into jail once in Shasta county when 
I was only a lad. They arrested me for 
horse stealing, but I never stole a horse. 
Horses were of no account in those days, 
and if I wanted to steal I would have stolen 
a mule, as they were the most valuable 
animals in the country. 

“There is something wrong with the way 
people in this country live. They are too 
strenuous, too active, too vigorous. Roose- 
velt as the head of this great nation, rushed 
the people into all sorts of crime. His stren- 
uous theory of life is criminal. He has in- 
fected us with a sort of insane activity. The 
American madness is energy. Itis a mania 
peculiar to us, and Roosevelt is responsible 
for much of it.“ The aged poet advocated 
getting many prisoners paroles.

Every Detail of Michigan Ave- | 


nue Ordinance Worked 
Out in Advance. 


IN COUNCIL NEXT WEEK. 


South Park Board and City to 
Confer as to the Width 
of Thoroughfare. 


When the administration ordinance for 
boulevarding Michigan avenue goes to the 
council a week from last night there will 
not be a detail that has not been carefully 
worked out, nor will there be a thing that 
the real advocates of the proposed boulevard 
can take exception to. 

If it had not been for the desire on the part 
of. Mayor Busse and his cabinet to have 
every detail worked out, so that the ordi- 
nance could be pushed through the councii 
with the least possible delay, the ordinance 
would have been presented last night. But 
there are many important interests to be con- 
sulted, and every point must be carefully 
considered, both from the legal standpoint 
and the Standpoint of conserving the inter- 
ests of all who use the street, and it has 
taken time to arrange, 

Therefore, although the ordinance is prac- 
tically complete, it has been decided that a 
week’s more consideration should be given 
the measure before it is committed to the 
hands of the council and the committee on 
streets and alleys south. 


Park Board Wants Whole Street. 

One of the main interests which has to be 
eatisfied is the south park board. The mem- 
bers of that board all along have expressed 
their strong preference for a boulevard that 
should include the entire street In preference 
to one that woutd only set aside half the 
street for boulevard purposes and leave the 
remaifider for heavy traffic. This plan has 
been submitted, however, by the city authori- 
tles as a means of overcoming the objection 
that to boulevard Michigan avenue complete- 
ly would result practically in boulevarding 
Adams, Monroe, Madison. Washington, and 
Randolph streets between Wabash and Mich- 
igan avenues, 

On the other hand, it has been submitted 
that, if one-half the street were boulevarded 
now, there could be no possible objection to 
extending it as far north as Randolph street, 
whereas, If the entire street were given over 
to the control of the south park commission- 
ers, there is a grave question as to whether it 
would be feasible to exclude heavy traffic 
north of Madison street. 


Measure Must Suit All. 

Mayor Busse and the Michigan avenue prop- 
erty owners who are urging that the boule- 
vard plans be pushed as rapidly as possible in 
order that the work of widening and relaying 
the pavement may be done before cold weath- 
er sets in, realize that it will be necessary to 
get a measure that will be acceptable to the 
south park commissioners or they will not 
accept the street. 

It also is deemed necessary to secure an 
ordinance which will meet with practically 
no opposition from the business interests 
along the street, otherwise there would be 
opposition in thé council that might delay 
matters. It is probable that there will be a 
conference some day this week in the mayor's 
office of all the interests concerned in the 
boulevard plan, when the administration 
ordinance will be thoroughly discussed, amd 
any weak points that may be developed by 
the conference will be eliminated. 

The property owners and the park commis- 
sioners are urging haste, however, and it is 
declared that unless the ordinance goes 
through quickly there will be no possibility of 
widening the street until spring.

A WARRANT FOR ACTIO 

Ie the city administration needed an 
additional incentive to strive for the elec- 
trification of railroad terminals, ‘Sunday's 
massmeetings of the representatives of 
women's clubs has furnished it. The 
women of Chicago, who are in many ways 
greater sufferers from locomotive smoke 
than the men are, have spoken their 
minds. They have said that the situa- 
tion has become intolerable. They pledge 
to the city administration the hearty sup- 
port of all good citizens in its every ef- 
fort to rid the city of smoke and noise. 
Of both those nuisances the Illincis Cen- 
tral is an unrivaled producer. 3 
With the women behind it and also the 
men—with the exception of some soft 
coal dealers who see in smoke money for 
themselvyes—the administration should re 
double fits efforts. Without losing sight 
of electrification the smoke inspection bu- 
reau should be kept keyed up to the high- 
est pitch of activity. There should be 
action, action, action, in more ways than 
one, 

The Illinois Centra] directors and stock- 
holders ought to read the report of Sun- 
day’s meeting. It would enable them to 
appreciate the spirit of resentment and 
hostility the behavior of that road has 
engendered. They can cause it to dis- 
appear by the simple expedient of order- 
ing the electrification of terminals. They 
had better emulate Capt. Scott’s coon and 
come down voluntarily. 


POSTOFFICE CONDITIONS. 
The conditions under which the clerks 
of the Chicago postoffice are working are 
“hot satisfactory. The enumeration of dis-

Some of the

The gloomy pile erected for monument- 
al purposes rather than to meet the needs 
of a business institution is poorly veu- 
tilated.

The faults of construction cannot be 
readily comet But there is no excuze 
for deficiency of light. The market af- 
fords numerous lamps which turn dark- 
ness into day, and if the incandescent 
lamps are of insufficient candle power 
they should be replaced at once by some- 
thing better. The postmaster can do that 
without much trouble to any one. IT 
ventilation is poor and conditions are iu- 
sanitary, these things must be endured a 
while longer until the new postoffice is 
built. The need for speedy action in that 
direction is emphasized by the statements 
in the clerks’ appeal. 

The clerks have been working over time 
a good deal of late. The confusion at- 
tendant upon the change o$.house num- 
bers is partly responsible for this. But 
the business of the Chicago office is 
steadily increasing, and the men see no 
relief for overwork as they look forward. 
Not much is gained in the long run by 
the employment of emergency helpers. 
What is needed is a body of trained men, 
competent to handle the important bus 
ness of expediting the mail. It is a mat- 
ter of great consequence to every estahb- 
lishment in the city to have its mail for- 
warded quickly. Reports come of delays 
in distribution within the city. All signs 
seem to indicate that the Chicago post- 
office is not sufficiently equipped with 
clerks. If this is the fact, Postmaster 
General Hitchcock should allow the Chi- 
cago office more clerks. Its earnings jus- 
tify a liberal increase in the number. 


THE MAYORS’ CONVENTION. 

There is to be a meeting at Eigin this 
week of 200 mayors and other officials 
of IIlinois cities.

A year ago last June it was observed 
with considerable regret by a faction of 
the Democracy at once powerful and 
powerless that the late John A. Johnson 
of Minnesota had been too late in hegin- 
ning his dispute with Mr. Bryan for the 
Democratic nomination. 

When Mr. Bryan was found intrenched 
in the affections of his party for the third 
time his opponents lamented, that Mr. 
Johnson had not started earlier and then 
shed a furtive tear and simulated a cheer- 
ful 6. Gov. Harmon’s appearance in 
Dallas, Tex., with a speech on the tariff 
is accepted by the southern Democrats 
as an announcement of his presidential 
aspirations sufficiently far in edvance to 
permit of an extended campaign. 

The untimely death of the Minnesota 
governor took out of the party the man 
concerning whom long distance prophecy 
had the most to say and opened the way 
for the Ohio governor. 
tentions are imperfectly understood, but 
he is suspected of being now in the same 
responsive attitude towards his fellow 
man that he has maintained since 1896 
and having now the same willingness to 
undertake responsibilities that he has 
manifested on three other occasions. It 
is assumed that he will be prompt to 
hearken to any call which may be issued. 

If these suspicions and this assumption 
be justified we cannot expect that he will 
observe patiently the invasion of the south 
by Gov. Harmon. :

He repre- 
sented American business interests abroad 
and settled delicate diplomatic disputes.

To a roster which includes 
the names of the Earls Southesk and Carlisle, Lord 
Kensington, the marquis of Dufferin, and the earl of 
Beauchamp now must be added that of Lord Torphi- 
chen, whose eldest son, the master of Torphichen, has 
Just succumbed in his“twenty-fifth year to fever 
while acting as assistant commissioner of Nyassaland. 
Lord Torphichen’s peerage is the only one that I 
ean recall which owes its existence to the Knights 
of St. John. Sir James Sandilands was, at the time 
of the reformation, master of the Scottish Langue, or 
branch of the Order of the Knights Hospitallers of 
the Temple, sometimes known as the Knights of St. 
John, and also as Knights of Malta, and as such had 
enjoyed a place in parliament, not only among the 
prelates, but among the great barons, in right of the 
lay barony of Torphichen, which was comprised in 
the property of the order. 

Sir James was led by his father’s close intimacy 
with John Knox, the reformer, to become a convert 
to the doctrines of the Reformed church, and, resign- 
ing his ecclesiastical office and possessiong to the 
crown in 1564, received immediately thereon from 
Mary, queen of Scots, a grant confirming to him, 
his heirs, and assigns the lands and the baronies de- 
longing te the onder in Scotland. 

— 

He therefore continued to bear, no longer as pre- 
ceptor of the Order of St. John, but in his own right, 
thé title of Lord St. John of Torphichen, which had 
constituted one of the many dignities of his prede- 
cessors in office. Unmtndful of the vow of celibacy 
which he had been compelled to give on joining the 
order, he married Janet Murray of Polmaise, but dying 
without issue his title of Lord St. John of Torphichen 
(which eventually was shortene into Lord Torphichen) 
passed to his elder brother’s son James, who suc- 
ceeded as second lord. Since then the barony of Tor- 
phichen has deacended in the male line, the present 
peer being the twelfth since the reign of Queen Mary. 

Of course the history of the Sandilands goes 
much farther back. For the first Lord Torphichen, in 
order to have been preceptor of the Order of St. John 
at the time of the reformation, then must have been 
able to show at least eight generations of exclusively 
noble ancestors, both on the father’s and mother’s 
side, genealogical qualifications of this kind being then, 
as today, indispensable to knighthood of the order. In 
fact the family of Sandilands take their name from 
their earliest possession of the lands of Sandiland, in 


teenth century obtained by marriage with Allonora, 
sister of William, first earl of Douglas. The son of 
this marriage, who also bore the name of James, 
married Princess Joan, daughter of King Robert IL

af Austria now must be added the volume entitled The | 


Last Years of Empress Plizabeth,” by Countess Irma 
Sztaray, who entered the service of the empress for 
the first time in 1894, and remained with her until 
her death four years later. Indeed, she was the only 
member of the household of the empress with the 
latter at the time of her assassination. As in that 
other work about the ill fated consort of Francis 
Joseph, entitled “The Martyrdom of an Empress,” 
which it may be said to supplement. Countess Sztaray’s 
book is characterized by the most profound devotion, 
almost worship, of Elizabeth, who exercised the most 
extraordinary fascination on ali those who had the 
privilege of knowing her—upon none more so than 
those who belonged to her immediate entourage. 

Countess Sztaray gives the same picture of alter- 
nate lightness of heart and intense melancholy of the 
empress, arising from many cruel disappointments and 
sorrows. None wrecked her happiness, however, more 
completely than the loss of her only son. Indeed, 
Countess Sztaray relates that after his death the em- 
press never allowed any wishes of happiness to be 
offered to her on her birthday, declaring that such 
wishes could sound to her only as mockery. Her birth- 
day fell on Christmas eve, which after her boy’s death 
she was wont to spend in complete solitude and retire- 
ment. 

Countess Sztaray, too, bears witness to the affec- 
tionate relations which, in spite of so many state- 
ments to the contrary, existed between the emperor 
and empress, more so than ever after their bereave- 
ment. This was shown in small as in great things. 
Thus, whenever the counthss was out walking with 
the empress, and the latter saw something which she 
found beautiful, she immediately exclaimed: “ We must 
get a picture of that for the emperor,” or, “We must 
show it to him when he comes.” When there was any 
dish which particularly struck her fancy, she would 
direct the countess to take a note thereof,’ in order 
that the emperor might taste it, and on a number of 
occasions the countess received instructions to forward 
to the emperor the menu of her dinner, so that he 
might eat the same things she had eaten Little 
flowers picked up during her walks she sent him almost 
daily. — 

~— 

These are trifling things, and yet they are indic- 
ative of the fact that he was ever in her mind, and 
also they constitute a refutation of the stories of 
estrangement between the couple. Each time she*left 
his side was a source of bitter grief to the empress, 
according to Couritess Sztaray. But the condition of 
her health and her sufferings, due to what the two 
great specialists, Drs. Metzger and Nothnagel, diag- 
nosed as severe inflammation of the nerves, compelled 
her constantly to travel; rendered it impossible, indeed, 
for her to remain in one place for any length of time. 
She abominated railroad travel, but loved journeys by 
sea, being a stranger to sea sickness and feeling at 
fer best on the water. 

The countess denies that the empress made any 
pilgrimage to Lourdes during the last four years of 
her life, and draws attention to the curious premoni- 
tions which her mistress always used to have of im- 
pending trouble—premonitions that invariably were 
realized. The countess ascribes this to the extraor- 
dinary sensibility of her nerves.

Perfect weather for the sea today, lovely 
and cool, the shore always in sight, with the 
high broken ranges of mountains a few miles 
back inland. And tonight there was a grand 
gunset—the sea blue and up out of it in the 
west rose black clouds of fantastic 
castles, peaks, mountains, animals, clear and 
sharp from the sea, and behind was nature's 
champion color artist busy at work, pro- 
ducing every moment a scene more lovely 
than the one before, but in strong colors, reds 
and yellows, and then more delicate pinks 
and purples and blues, in splashes and in 
great broad rays, but always changing and 
ever more subtle and holy. 

Sunday.— We awake at anchor off our 
friend, San Fernando, where just thirty days 
ago we began our long hike across Luzon, 
Here we remain till 6, taking on a big cargo of 
tobacco and a whole crowd of passengers, 
among others Gov.

Only Part of Plan to Watch 
Over Their Lives, 


ADVICE ON ALL TOPICS. 


Woman Hears Employes’ Trou- 
bles and Suggests Best 
Course for Them. 


It's a moral uplift, the movement which is 
starting in one of the big department stores, 
and the embargo placed on puffings, rattings, 
and crimpings is but the first and outer mani- 
festation. In a little office on the ninth floor 
of the store of Marshall Field & Co., along 
with all of the officials of the company, and 
just around a little turn in the hall from John 
G. Shedd's headquarters, sits the woman, 
Mrs. G. Hoinville, who for six weeks has been 
seeking to inspire the young women clerks 
to à brighter outlook on life. 

Her profile is visible all day through a long 
slit in the woodwork that looks like a con- 
fessional, and not far from here shows the 
profile view of another woman. This latter 
face Is a different one, of course, from hour to 
hour, but always much younger, and usually 
it wears the pacified look of one who has been 
disturbed but ie won back to calm. On the 
long line of stools to accommodate those who 
wish an audience with Mre. Hoinville are 
seated more would-be advisers than the vis- 
ftors of Mr. Shedd and all of the other officials 
combined. 

One little girl showed traces of tears, from 
which the conspicuous trimness of her black, 
close fitting dress and her ratted—but not 
overratted—hair did not distract attention. 


Gives Advice About Everything. 

“She advises us about everything,” said 
the ttle girl while she watted. “If we want 
to tel) her about what happens at home she 
will Heten and tell us just how we ought to 
act. If we want to tel? her about our trou- 
bles with our sweethearts she advises us 
about that, too. Of course, if we don’t ¢hink 
we have a square deal in the store we can 
tell her and she will fix ft up without ever 
letting the bosses know we've sald anything 
at all.“ 

There was a pale, unfrilied, tired looking 
Mttle gir] of 16 who had an indebtedness to 
meet. There wes a girl of 20 who supports 
a family of six and had received three com- 
plaints that she had been wrong in her fig- 
ures on the charge accounts. There was a 
girl whose boy friend did not write to her 
regularly. These were among the occupants 
of the stationary stools outside of Mrs. Hoin- 
ville’s office. 

It's a far cry, however, from the ninth floor 
‘to the basement, and meantime the girls in 
the washroom there were talking about the 
first external manifestation that such à thing 
was going on. 

The signs have been taken down,” they 
said. “ But they simply said Mrs. Hoinville 
had been appointed, and that we might go to 
see her if we wighed. But she came through 
the store and looked at ua and I guess we 
were surprised when she took’ seven girls 
from the basement up to her room and made 
them take down their hair. 


Permits Only One Rat. 

“She didn’t even tell them to wear fewer 
rate next day, but she made them leave all 
of them out right then and there except one. 
And she asked the girls where they got their 
rings, and if they said a young man gave 
them she asked the girl if she was engaged. 
If the girl said ‘no,’ she made her take the 
ring off. She allows them to wear only one 
ring and one rat and one fancy pin. 

Tes, I guess it's all right, but what we 
ecoukin't see was why she came down here 
into the basement, when up there on the 
fourth floor there are the swell girls. You've 
seen ‘em there—four and five rate—and dia- 
monds. But whatever she saye goes. Two 
of the girle got on their ear about her ask- 
ing such personal questions, but they had to 
fall for it or lose their jobs.”’ 

Up on the ninth floor the offictals all said 
that the experiment was meeting with most 
gratifying results. 

Other Stores Watch Girls. 

A canvass of the other department stores 
brought forth the statement that they had 
| been keeping supervision over their girls for 
years. 

In the words of the spokesman for Mandel 
Brothers, we always have had a woman 
here and have quiethy advised the girls to 
dress conservatively. Girls may wear col- 
ored skirts if they keep on dark aprons over 
them, but colors are discouraged in dresses 
and furbishings as well.“

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—{Special.]—A sharp 
rise shortly after the opening today was set

urday after the close of business. Whatever 
its origin. the movement failed to hold and in 
response to direct pressure upon Steel shares 
and Union Pacific the list as a whole sagged 
with losses from 1 to 2 points from the morn- 
ing’s high prices in the more active issues. 
Late in the day the support of Steel and a 
covering movement in other directions 
‘gtrengthened prices, final quotations disclos- 
‘wag unimportant changes up or down from 
gaturday’s levels. 


Hawley Issues Are Active.

Metropolitan Directors Take no Action; 
Pennsylvania Finances. 


Chicago Subway finances remain in an 
unsatigfactory state. After various confer- 
ences in New York last week nothing definite 
was accomplished. 

A. G. Wheeler and his friends are trying 
to raise sufficient money to take up the 
Armour and Harriman interest in the prop- 
erty and provide interest on the tonds. This 
looks like a nearly hopeless task, since the 
Harriman and Armour people reached the 
conclusion some time ago that it would be 
necessary to reorganize the company, and 
if they who have been building and oper- 
ating the property could not see the possibil- 
ity of interest charges being earned, then it 
is hardly probable that outsiders will be 
anxious to take up the burden which the 
present holders are willing to lay down. 

According to published records, the com- 
pany is responsible for $17,000,000 5 per cent 
bonds in the hande of tnvestors, principally 
the originators of the tunnel idea, and 89. 500. 
000 6 per cent notes secured by $13,000,000 
of bends. 

Net Earnings Are Paltry. 

The interest on the bonds outstanding 
amounts to $850,000 annually, and the in- 
terest on the notes, $575,000, a total of §1,- 
425,000. 

Against these charges, as well as taxes, 
there are net earnings around $200,000 a 
year. This latter paragraph telle the story. 
As it stands it is a matter of borrowing 
money to pay interest. The earnings them- 
selves are paltry in comparison with the 
charges they are expected to meet. 

After the interests who originally fur- 
nished the money to build the tunnels have 
decided what they can or cannot do the 
matter will take a definite turn. If the obli- 
gations running to the Armour and Harri- 


man interests are not lifted, a receiver will 
de appointed. There is smal expectation thet 


a receivership will be avoided. 

Chicago Subway stock has gone up a 
point or two in the last week, largely on 
the withdrawal of selling pressure in New 
York. But with a company having fixed 
charges of $1,425,000 per annum, against net 
income of $200,000, it can easily be figured 
what is the value of $45,000,000 of Chicago 
Subway stock. 


No Metropolitan Dividend. 
«Directors of the Metropolitan Elevated met 
yesterday afternoon, but took no action on 
the dividend question. The finance commmit- 
tee to which the matter had been referred 
did not make a formal report. It is known, 
however, that a dividend payment is favored. 


Pennsylvania Financing. 

The following bearing upon Pennsylvania 
financing was wired from New York: 

Despite the many stories published re- 
cently to the contrary, it may be authorita- 
tively stated that the terms of the Pennsy!- 
‘vania Railroad company’s new financing will 
not be arranged for some weeks. As we have 
before stated, the company has decided to 
finance its needs through a stock issue, but 
further than that the details such as the 
amount of the stock to be issued or the price 
at which it will be issued have not yet been 
decided. 

“It is understood that the same situation 
exists as to Missouri Pacific new financing. 
The company has decided that new financing 
is necessary at some time during this calen- 
dar year, but the details as yet have not 
been arranged, and it is unlikely that they 
will be until December.”

Belt Railway Granted Appeal on 
Safety Appliance Act. 
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MANY POINTS.ARE AT STAKE 


Application tion of Federal Statutes to State 
Lines Involved. 


The status of local switching roads under 
the provisions of federal laws regulating in- 
terstate commerce is to de taken under ad- 
visement by the Supreme court of the United 
States on an appeal by a Chicago line from 
a decision of Judges Grosscup, Baker, and 
Seaman. 

The Supreme court yesterday granted a writ 


of: certiorari in the case of the Belt Rail- 


way of Chicago, which confessed to a viola- 
tion of the federal safely appliance law in 
that it failed to equip: one of its locomo- 
tives as required by law. The road con- 
tended that it was exempt from the opera- 
tion of the law because it was not an inter- 
state carrier. It has tracks only within the 
state of Illinois and issues no through tariffs. 

The United States district court and the 


Circuit Court of Appeals held that the road | 


was e1.gaged in interstate commerce because 
it handled cars in interstate traffic, and that 
the law applied in full force. A decision by 
the highest court will be illuminating as to 
the extent to which scores of local roads in 
every section of the United States come 
under many federal statutes. It has been 
held in the lower courts. that if the roads 


handle interstate cars they are interstate 


roads, regardless of the extent of their tracks. 
and the roads generally have obeyed, al- 
though under*protest. 


Asks’ Immediate Rate Hearing. 

District Attorney Sims filed a petition in 
the United States Circuit court asking for 
an immediate hearing before three judges 
of the injunction case instituted by the Rock 
Island against the interstate commerce com- 
mission in the Des Moines rate cases. In 
this case the commission reduced the through 
rates from all points east of the IIlinois- 
Indiana line below the sums of the locals. 

As the case is similar. to the Missouri river 
case, in which the commission’s order was 
enjoined, the Rock Island recently asked the 
commission for a rehearing, but the request 
was denied. As the railroad has withdrawn 
its application for a temporary injunction, 
the rates prescribed by the commission will 
go into effect tomorrow and remain in force 
until the case is decided. The Missouri river 
case has been appealed by the commission 
to the Supreme court. 

Western railroads have taken an advance 
step toward securing simplification of tickets 
by adopting the revised report of the com- 
mittee on standard ticket contracts. The 
committee recommer§fis certain standard 
forms, which are to be substituted for the 
various differing forms now in use as fast 
as practicable. The committee has not com- 
pleted its work. 


Pennsylvania Officials Coming. 


President James McCrea of the Pennsy!- 


| vania railroad, accompanied by severa! vice 


presidents of the system and the higher op- 
erating officers, will arrive in Chicago late 
tomorrow afternoon on their annual inspec- 
tion trip over the company’s lines. A visit 
of prominent Pennsylvania officials to Chi- 
cago is usually accompanied by rumors that 
they will take up the project of a new union 
station, but it is understood that the party 
will remain in the city only a short time. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, Charles A. Peabody, 
and A. G. Hackstaff, directors of the Ilinois 
Central, are expected to arrive here from 
New York.this afternoon to attend the annual 
meeting of the stockholders and directors to- 
morrow. President J. T. Harahan said he 
would make a report on electrification tothe 
directors, who in return would report to the 
stockholders. Whether the company is to 
take any action toward electrification must 
be determined by the stockholders, he said. 


SHIPPERS FIGHT RATE RAISE. 


Meeting of Important Interests to Con- 
sider Expected Move by the 
Railroads. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—A meeting of 
imnportant shipping interests of the country 
is to be held in Cincinnat! tomorrow night to 
consider the prospective acton of the rall- 
ways in the eastern part of the country In In- 
creasing freight rates in the territory east 
of the Mississippi river. No determination 
has been reached by the railroads to increase 
the rates, but the question is under advise- 
ment and the advance will be made, probably 
in the near future. 

Apprehending that such an advance is like- 
ly, many organizations of shippers through- 
ont the middle western country have joined 
in a call for the meeting. In addition they 
have prepared a letter, which was addressed 
to W. C. Brown, president of the New York 
Central lines; Oscar G. Murray, president of 
the Baltimore and Ohio; and James McCrea, 
president of the Pennsylvania railroad, set- 
ting forth the reasons as they view them for 
not making an advance in the freight rates. 


McCrea in a Denial.

Park bank robber and suicide, was cremated 
yesterday atithe Graceland cemetery. It 
was remov 1 p. m. from the Prior under- 
taking rooms, where it hes rested since the 
tragedy last Wednesday, and at 8 p. m. it 
was placed in the crematory. 

Howard A. Robinson, cousin of the de- 
ceased, took charge of the ashes and will 
send them to Los Angeles to the home of the 
former young attorney by express. 

Mme. Ernestine Schumann-Heink, who be- 
came acquainted with Harris three years ago 
when he responded to.a toast on “ Music” 
at a banquet of which the prima donna was a 
guest, declared she would go to see Mrs. 
Will A. Harris, mother of the deceased. She 
learned for the first time yesterday that the 
young man who elicited her admiration three 
years ago was identical with the robber- 
suicide. 


Prima Donna Describes Banquet. 
** I cannot believe it.“ she said in her apart- 
ments in the Auditorium hotel. He was so 
noble and so wonderful. I must see that por 
mother the first chance I get.’’ 

Mme. Schumann-Heink described the ban- 
quet where she met Harris as follows: 

They gave me a banquet—all artists and 
musicians, you know. All was good fellow- 
ship—and cheerful—and some of it was even 
funny. That plano tuner—O, that fellow!— 
he had told them I just loved beer. So they 
had beer—they must have had all the beer 
in Los Angeles. And heaps of macaroni— 


and those beefsteaks! 
„And in the middle of it all that felolw got 


about my motherhood. There were many of 
us there—O, viele menschen—and tears came 
in our eyes as he talked. Such sentiment, so 
noble, so pure, so sweet. 

I got all excited. I threw him my flowers. 
Everybody, talked of his brilliant address. I 
even looked forward to seeing him again. 
O, he must have lost his mind. And I don’t 
wonder the women all liked him—so fasci- 


nating, so brilliant.“ 


Pleads for One Religion. 
The prima donna expressed an opinion that 

a religion would have saved Harris, if some 

— could have awakened him. 
“You know, there ought to be a great re- 
ligion to keep people from doing things like 
that,“ she said. “ There ought to be just 
one religion—not churches, not Protestants, 
not Catholics, and Mohammedans and all that 
—one big religion over ail the world. 

“ If there had only been some one to awaken 
him, to show him himsélf. There ought to be 
men going about the world all the time, like 
detectives, watching for people who do not 
understand what it means—a big, simple 
religion that can make us forget all petty and 
ignoble things and make us remember only 
what is great and good and kind and beau- 


tiful.” 


AID TO TUBERCULOSIS WORK. 


Larger Proportion of Proceeds from Sale 
of Red Cross Christmas Stamp 
Allowed to Chicago. 


Frank E. Wing, superintendent of the Chi- 
cago , tuberculosis institute, / distributing 
agents for the Red Cross Christmas 
stamps in the state of Illinois, was notified 
yesterday by Ernest P. Bicknell, national 
director of the American ned Cross, that 
the directors have decided to reduce their 
own proportion of the proceeds from the sale 
of the stamps from 33 1-3 to 20 per cent. 

The Red Cross had estimated that by re- 
taining one-third of the proceeds it would 
be enabled to meet all expenses of printing, 
distribution, and advertising of the Christ- 
mas stamps and still realize a net profit of 
perhaps 15 per cent to apply to the further- 
ance of tuberculosis work in some national 
wa 
yon more thorough consideration the di- 
rectors decided that a greater proportion of 
the returns from the sale of stamps should 
go to the tuberculosis work in the various 
states and cities in which the etamps were 
sold. As a result Chicago and the state of 
Tllinois will be the gainer to the extent of 
18 1-8 per cent of the gross proceeds of the 
sales.
